1 football proves to be quite as damaging as had been ox- 
pected. It proves, also, to be something that deserves con- 
sideration on the editorial page as well as on the .sports pa.in>. 


College football, of course, is a sport. But the Carnogio 


Foundation's charges—which seem to be fairly woll subsLan 
tiated, despite the frantic denials that are making the welkin 
ring right now—are charges that go far beyond the realms 
of sport. 


Our colleges, in theory at least, aro places whore young 


men and women can prepare themselves for life; places 
where they can broaden their horizon,", develop their mental 
powers, train themselves for good living. 


, What, then, shall wo say of tho conditions that the 


Carnegie Foundation discloses? 


The Foundation's report reveals a thing that sporf.s 


writers have taken for granted for a long time: thai much 
"college football—most of it, in fact—is simply professional- 
ism masquerading as amateurism. It is a thing that is pro-, 
tending to be something that it is not. 


Now football takes a large place on the student's horizon. 


Imagine, then, the sort of atmosphere that pervades our col- 
logo campuses! Hypocrisy surrounds tho campus' fuvorilo 
game; hypocrisy that is quite glaring and notorious. 


Is that the sort of atmosphere to permit in an education-
